The undersigned Petitioners hereby renew their request that the previously submitted 
executed oath/declaration under 37 C.F.R. §1.63 be accepted in lieu of the fact that Prof. Werner 
Hummel, who is a named inventor on the above-identified application, refuses to sign the 
oath/declaration after numerous diligent and bona fide attempts have been made to obtain the 
signature thereof.

It is readily apparent that Prof. Wemer Hummel refuses to duly execute the oatii/declaration, as 
substantiated by the previously submitted evidentiary mail return receipts with corresponding 
delivery/signature confirmation, which confirm receipt and acceptance of the complete set of 
application papers by Prof. Wemer Himmiel. 

In accordance with 37 C.F,R. § 1.47(a), a complete set of application papers, including the 
specification, drawings, and claims, as filed in the U.S., as well as the oath/declaration, were in fact 
mailed to the last known address of Prof. Himmiel on three separate occasions.
